Shirley Truman, 68, 
of New Castle on 
Dec. 3, with murder solicitation.

New Castle City Commission 
appointed Henry County native Janet 
King last week after two-time com¬ 
missioner Juanita Raisor resigned, 
effective Dec. 31. Raisor will remain in 
Henry County but will move outside 
of the city limits. 

King, a resident of New Castle for 
12 years, owns two downtown busi¬ 
nesses - Antiques on South Main and 
Country Frog. Janet King moved from 
Louisville to New Castle - where her 
husband, Bobby, is a native - but still 
commutes to Louisville as food service 
director for Nazareth Home, where 
she has worked for 11 years.

Henry County World War II veteran finds plane he rode in 68 years ago

Herman Stanley 
might as well have won 
the lottery. 

On a trip six years 
ago to the National 
Museum of the U.S. 
Air Force at Wright - 
Patterson Air Force 
Base, Stanley saw a 


plane on display he sus¬ 
pected he rode during 
World War II. 

He told one of the 
museum’s volunteers 
about his one-in-a-mil- 
lion chance find, and 
they asked him how he 
could prove it. On Nov. 
13, Dr. Baird Foree and 
Stanley returned with 
proof— his 70-year- 


old flight logbook. 

“I told them when 
I was up there that I 
thought I had flown in 
that plane. It has an ‘S’ 
on its tail and a 018. 

I flew that plane on 
Jan. 20, 1945, Jan. 26, 
1945 and on Mar. 15, 
1945. First Lt. Baisch 
was the pilot and 2 nd 
Lt. Balough was the 


copilot ,” Stanley said. 
“It’s like winning the 
lottery because 98 per¬ 
cent of those planes are 
gone.” 

Stanley thumbed 
through his flight book 
and found those three 
instances of flying that 
exact C-46 over the 
‘hump’, the Himalayan 
Mountains, in danger¬ 


ous conditions due 
to war and weather. 
Skeletons of planes and 
crash debris littered the 
mountaintops so fre¬ 
quently during World 
War II the route across 
the Hump was known 
as the Aluminum Trail. 

The C-46 takes 
most of the glory for 
cargo mission flights 


in the China-Burma- 
India theater of WWII, 
which kept the Chinese 
supplied to fight off 
the Japanese. Pilots 
would follow a radio 
beacon frequency, but 
weather would inter¬ 
fere with readings. On 
the ground in India,

The recent shock that 
arrived in Eminence 
residences’ mailboxes 
should be a wakeup call 
to everyone. 

Those of us who 
live in Eminence got a 
double whammy. First, 
the Henry County tax 
bill arrived missing 
the Eminence School 
District’s tax amount. 
Later, the Eminence 
School Board sent out a 
separate tax bill. 

It depends on who 
you ask whether the 
school board was late 
getting their work 
turned in on time. 

There was finger¬ 
pointing and interpreta¬ 
tions of what the KRS 
rules say. A petition 
that made the rounds, 
a court hearing where a 
judge advised the school 
district not to send the

tax bill out until there 
was a ruling on the 
matter. The Eminence 
school tax bill went out 
anyway, which made 
people mad enough to 
show up to a school 
board meeting to com¬ 
plain after the fact. 

Last year, the story 
was the Henry County 
Library Board’s plan 
to raise taxes to build a 


new multi-million dollar 
library. 

The problem is not 
those who raised the 
tax, the elected school 
board members, it is not 
the judge-executive and 
magistrates, nor is it is 
it even the unelected 
board members of tax¬ 
ing boards. 

No, we have seen the 
enemy, and it is us. No 
one is holding those 
who have the authority 
to raise taxes account¬ 
able. 

In full disclosure, I sit 
on the Henry County 
Health Department 
Board. I am proud to 
say that the Health 
Department was able 
to build a much needed 
new facility, and worked 
out a great deal for the 
Henry County Sheriff’s 
Office to move into the 


old health department 
building without raising 
your taxes. 

I can speak from 
experience. No one 
comes to the HCHD 
Board meetings. I have 
gone to Eminence City 
Council meetings, and 
was the only one who 
came. Very few go to 
the Henry County Fiscal 
Court meetings. 

Business owner, 

Gerald Bohannon was 
quoted in the Local 
article regarding the 
EIS tax bill saying, “I 
should’ve been paying 
a bit more attention 
to the county affairs.” 
Bohannon is not alone. 
We all should be paying 
more attention. 

We have seen the 
enemy and it is us. That 
old adage that “You 
can’t complain, if you 


don’t vote” applies 
here. As long as no one 
vigilantly watches over 
those who have author¬ 
ity to raise taxes, as long 
as there is no account¬ 
ability, the inevitable 
will happen. We show 
up to school board 
meetings, library board 
meeting, or fiscal court 
meetings, after the fact, 
to complain that our 
taxes have gone up to 
pay for lights on a soft- 
ball field, a brand new 
library, or another park. 

Hold these tax¬ 
ing board members 
accountable. If they 
choose not to listen, 
vote them out. 

Some taxing board 
members are appointed; 
they do not have any 
accountability. Yes, they 
do. They are appointed 
by elected officials. 


Hold the elected offi¬ 
cials accountable. If they 
won’t hold their appoin¬ 
tees accountable, vote 
the elected official out. 

Get involved. Better 
yet run for elected 
office. (Note: The dead¬ 
line to file to run for 
county office is January 
28.) 

Magistrate Roger 
Hartlage wrote a great 
letter regarding this last 
year. You can find his 
letter, as well as a list of 
Henry County Taxing 
Boards at www.henry- 
gop.com. 

If we continue to 
allow taxing boards and 
elected officials to go 
unchecked, we have 
no one to blame but 
ourselves. But we will 
have nice patios for the 
school, a new library 
and parks. 
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What should be debated in the next session? 


Toward the end of 
each fall, the General 
Assembly’s administrative 
staff takes a closer look 
at some of the issues it 
thinks could be debated 
during the upcoming 
legislative session, which 
in 2014 begins on Jan. 7 
and runs through mid- 
April. 

While it is too soon 
to say how many of the 
nearly four dozen topics 
in this year’s publication 
will be on the House 
and Senate’s agenda, this 
early preview nonetheless 
serves as a handy refer¬ 
ence for legislators and 
the public alike. 

Some of the topics are 
familiar ones, including 
an ongoing effort to add 
Kentucky to the more 
than 40 other states 
that allow domestic vio¬ 
lence victims in dating 
situations to obtain a 
Domestic Violence Order 
(DVO). Currently, this 
is only available here if 
the victim and abuser 
have been married, have 
lived together, or have a 
child in common. 

The House has passed 
this legislation several 
times, and the hope is 
that next year’s session is 
when it will become law. 

Another well-known 
area is the fight against 
drug abuse. Kentucky 
has seen a lot of success 
in recent years, but a 
key area of concern that 
needs to be addressed is

the recent spike in heroin 
overdoses, which have 
grown from about five 
annually before 2010 to 
an estimated 174 this 
year. 

Another unfortunate 
trend needing review is 
the sky-rocketing num¬ 
ber of babies being born 
addicted. According to 
the Kentucky Office of 
Drug Control Policy, this 
figure rose 2,400 percent 
between 2000 and 2011, 
growing from 29 to 730. 

In educational mat¬ 
ters, there is a question 
whether the state’s public 
postsecondary schools 
should be required to 
award college credit 
for military service, 
something mandated 
in at least 26 other 
states. According to 
the legislative report, 
all state-funded colleges 
and universities already 
have individual policies in 
place regarding military 
service and college credit, 
but there is no consis¬ 


tency. 

As we decide whether 
to mandate this credit, 
the House and Senate 
may also consider loos¬ 
ening the requirements 
attached to the lottery- 
funded college scholar¬ 
ships that high school 
students earn and that is 
known by the acronym 
KEES. 

Of the nearly 39,000 
students who made up 
the class of 2012, about 
3,000 had to forfeit their 
KEES money because 
they went to college 
outside of the common¬ 
wealth and were not part 
of a small group autho¬ 
rized to use this money 
at select out-of-state 
schools because their 
degree program is not 
offered in Kentucky. 

Some argue that all 
students should be able 
to take their KEES 
money with them any¬ 
where, while others say 
this violates the KEES’ 
goal of ensuring that 
state tax dollars remain 
here. 

Although there are too 
many topics in the pub¬ 
lication to cover in this 
space, some of the others 
include: 

Whether there should 
be tighter control of 
eminent domain laws, 
an issue that has recently 
cropped up because of 
the proposed Bluegrass 
Pipeline, which would 
ship liquefied natural 


gas from such states as 
Ohio and Pennsylvania 
through Kentucky to 
states along the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Whether to let indi¬ 
viduals qualify for tax 
credits for angel invest¬ 
ing, which helps start¬ 
up companies get off 
the ground. Credits 
are already available 
for investment funds, 
and proponents say let¬ 
ting individuals take 
part would increase 
economic develop¬ 
ment. Opponents, 
meanwhile, say it could 
cost the state without any 
guarantees. 

Whether bed and 
breakfasts should be 
allowed to sell alcohol 
in communities that 
are already “wet” or 
“moist.” 

In a related matter, 
there is also a question 
whether local option 
elections should be held 
on normal election days, 
which is not permitted 
under current law. Some 
say a change would save 
money by consolidating 
elections, while others 
say it could skew voting 
for other candidates.

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a plane could sit on a 
runway at 115 degrees 
then once reaching alti¬ 
tude, the temperature 
would be only 10 or 15 
degrees above zero. 

Carrying gasoline, 
food, ammunition, 
medical supplies and 
bombs, the C-46 stood 
defenseless without any 
guns against Japanese 
zeros. Crewmembers 
wore a .45 automatic 
pistol and an oxygen 
mask in what was com¬ 
monly called the ‘fly¬ 
ing coffin.’ The planes 
only defense would be 
to fly into the clouds 
and attempt to escape 
enemy fire. 

Flying at an aver¬ 
age altitude of 25,000 
feet, over the Hump, 
Stanley, a radio opera¬ 
tor and waist gunner, 
still can’t believe some 
of the things he did. 

“I wonder some¬ 
times if I took part 
in all those things I 
remember,” Stanley 
said. “It’s like watching 
a movie. The updrafts 
and downdrafts were 
terrible. It was the 
worst flying weather 
in the whole world. A 
headwind could slow 
you down to a ground 
speed of 90 mph or a 
strong tailwind could 
push the plane to 270 
mph.” 

Looking at percent¬ 
ages, Stanley said the 
U.S. lost more planes 
over the hump than 
bombers in Germany. 

But this plane sur¬ 
vived the war, wasn’t 
disposed of and was 
easily recognizable for 
Stanley. 

“The planes we 
flew in Sookerating, 
India had an ‘S’ and 
the serial numbers on 
the tail,” Stanley said. 
“We had seven air¬ 
bases in the foothills 
in the Himalayas. We 
took this plane from 
Sookerating, India to 
Kunming in China.” 

Using sometimes just 
an altimeter and com¬ 
pass, navigational errors 
could prove deadly. 
According to Stanley, 
if the weather didn’t 
get you then you could 
bet the Japanese zeros, 
Japanese aircraft, would 
try. The zeros constant¬ 
ly attacked the C-46s

three close friends who served with him in World War II. James Bittle,

and C-47 cargo planes. 

Zeros shot down one 
of Stanley’s planes 25 
miles east of Myitkyina 
and his crew walked 
back on the Burma 
Road 27 days later 
alive. Another close call 
ended so fortuitously it 


couldn’t be replicated. 

“I flew 63 trips over 
the Hump with almost 
1300 hours flying time 
while in India,” Stanley 
said. “I remember 
Jan.8,1945 well. It was 
a nightmare flying a 
C-46 back from China. 


Weather turned bad 
and we couldn’t get 
a radio fix. We were 
lost and running low 
on fuel. We had to let 
down. When we broke 
through the overcast, 
we were right over 
the field in Michenau, 



Burma. We were given 
clearance to land and 
when we were taxing 
back we ran out of fuel 
and had to be towed.” 

The museum trip 
proved a treat for both 
parties. 

Foree took Stanley to 
the museum and con¬ 
sidered it an honor. 

“It was an absolute 
wonderful trip. He told 
me about how the ele¬ 
phants in India would 
lift barrels into the 
plane for them,” Foree 
said. “He brought his 
log book and the peo¬ 
ple at the museum were 
just thrilled. It was just 
an honor for me to 
stand with him in front 
of his aircraft. It was a 


privilege.” 

Looking at the plane 
and looking back on his 
experience in the war, 
his one-in-a-million 
chance of finding a 
plane he flew in 68 
years ago seemed sur¬ 
real. 

“It was kind of an 
eerie feeling. A lot of 
us were just kids. We 
didn’t know anything 
and everything was 
new,” Stanley said. 

“It’s hard to explain. 

I sat right behind the 
window in the plane 
behind the copilot. It’s 
eerie. I actually did fly 
in that plane three dif¬ 
ferent times.” 


Report reveals new charges may be filed in Pendleton woman's death

New information 
revealed in a police 
report may bring new 
charges in Pendleton 
woman’s death. 

Robert Baldwin, 25, 
of Louisville called 
Kentucky State Police 
at Post 5 at 4:58 a.m., 
Nov. 27 and told dis¬ 
patchers he had hurt 
someone, they were 


dead and Baldwin 
wanted an officer to 
meet him to discuss his 
situation. 

Baldwin called dis¬ 
patch again and stated 
that he was leaving the 
residence at Kenlee 
Drive in Bedford to 
come to Post 5. 

Dispatchers noti¬ 
fied Trooper Matthew 
Corbin who found 
Baldwin on foot at the 
intersection of Martini 


Lane and U.S. 421 
south. Corbin arrested 
Baldwin on outstanding 
warrants. 

Trooper Steven 
Dykes and Det. Mick 
Gonterman assisted 
Corbin at the residence 
at Kenlee drive and 
found Angela Long, 

24, of Pendleton, dead 
in her bed. According 
to Trooper Brad 
Arterburn, public affairs 
officer at KSP Post 5, 


Long died from blunt 
force trauma to the 
head and law enforce¬ 
ment believes they have 
the murder weapon in 
their possession. 

In a citation filed by 
Tim Moore, detective 
at KSP Post 5, Baldwin 
signed an agreement 
waiving his Miranda 
rights at the post dur¬ 
ing questioning and 
revealed his personal 
account, which could 


lead to new charges. 

Baldwin said he 
and Long had been 
drinking and smoking 
marijuana and that he 
blacked out. When he 
woke up, Baldwin said 
his hands were covered 
in blood and his penis 
was inside the victim. 

Baldwin’s charges 
from September in 
Henry County District 
Court have been dis¬ 
missed per new allega¬ 


tions. Charges includ¬ 
ed: 4th degree assault 
domestic violence 
minor injury, alcohol 
intoxication in a public 
place and 2nd degree 
disorderly conduct. 

Baldwin has been 
charged with murder 
and had a preliminary 
hearing in Trimble 
County District Court 
Tuesday. 


2 year anniversary of puppy mill shows improvement in animal welfare

Two years after the 
raid on a puppy mill that 
saved 240 animals in 
Henry County, Animal 
Control Officer Dan 
Flinkfelt’s memory of 
the incident and his 
vision for the county 
remain clear. 

With Vicks VapoRub 
under his nose, a mask 
on his face and breath 
mints in his mouth, 
Flinkfelt still remembers 
the smell outside the 
trailer filled with numer¬ 
ous animal cages stacked 
on top of each other. 

“I received a phone 
call from Judge- 
Executive John Logan 
Brent saying we had a 
situation in the morn¬ 
ing,” Flinkfelt said. “I 
called my team and 
let them know some¬ 
thing big was going. I 
Googled the property 
to get all the outbuild¬ 
ings and made sure 
everything was in order 
for the search warrant. 
Before we went into that 


trailer, you smell it from 
the outside. We knew it 
was a big situation.” 

Flinkfelt received 
assistance from the 
Shelby and Oldham 
animal control, the 
Kentucky Police, the 
Henry County Sheriff’s 
Office and had a vet on 
standby. 

During the raid, one 
dog was found dead in 
a cage with four other 
dogs, law enforcement 
found an unknown 
amount of guinea pig 
remains in a dog food 
bag, three of the 20 cats 
on the property died. 
Flinkfelt , with support 
from local organizations, 
put most of the animals 
in foster care. 

The raid showed an 
improved position for 
the county against ani¬ 
mal cruelty and trumps 
the state’s much laxer 
laws or ordinances. 

The Animal Defense 
Legal Defense Fund 
ranked Kentucky in 
2012 as the worst state 
for animal control laws 
at 50 while Illinois 


ranked at the top. One 
of the lacking state 
regulations according 
to the ALDF, having 
possession of animals 
following a conviction 
or future ownership, has 
been addressed in Henry 
County and Flinkfelt 
said support in local 
government made that 
happen. 

“We’ve rewritten 
county ordinances with 
penalty fees with ani¬ 
mal cruelty. The Don 
Buckler case involving 
animal cruelty to horses 
where he still had pos¬ 
session of horses he 
said were his sons has 
changed,” Flinkfelt said. 
“The county attorney 
helped me proofread 
these ordinances and 
now it is a violation. 

You can’t sell puppies 
at a flea market after a 
conviction. It’s a viola¬ 
tion. We talked to State 
Representative Rick 
Rand about what needs 
to be changed (at the 
state level) and we tried 
to get a bill passed, 
but there was resis¬ 


tance about who would 
enforce it and another 
representative didn’t 
want to upset hunters 
and farmers. If they are 
legal they shouldn’t have 
had a problem with the 
bill.” 

With the support 
of Henry County 
Fiscal Court, county- 
ordinances have been 
changed. Flinkfelt 
helped Eminence rewrite 
their animal ordinance. 
Now, the public percep¬ 
tion of Henry County’s 
animal control and 
animal welfare has 
changed, according to 
Flinkfelt. Other coun¬ 
ties have asked Flinkfelt 
for assistance with their 
cases. With continued 
education and train¬ 
ing offered through the 
National Animal Control 
Association, other orga¬ 
nizations are taking 
notice. 

“The Terri Smith 
puppy mill raid has been 
eye opening and we are 
better prepared for situa¬ 
tions like that,” Flinkfelt 
said. “It’s opened other 


organizations to what 
we do in our county 
and they want us to 
help them. I’ve gone 
on an investigation in 
Ohio County where 
wolves ate a woman. 

The United States 
Humane Society has 
asked us to help inspect 
shelters. I’ve been called 
to Owen County for 
another hoarding situ¬ 
ation. Spencer County 
has called us to look at 
things. I’m proud of my 
team and the support 
of fiscal court and the 
judge-executive. We’ve 
gone from where we 
were to knowing where 
we want to be.” 

The Henry and 
Trimble County Shelter 
works with rescue pro¬ 
grams like Jellystone 
Bark Rescue Rangers 
out of Chicago that do 
adoptions and animal 
transports at no cost to 
the counties’ taxpayers. 
In the past two years, 
the shelter has adopted 
out about 1,000 ani¬ 
mals, according to 
Flinkfelt. 


“We have people com¬ 
ing out to the shelter to 
volunteer where people 
didn’t want to before,” 
Flinkfelt said. “I invite 
anyone to come out 
to the shelter, see how 
clean it is, walk a dog, 
bring donations or talk 
with the staff to see 
what we are doing.” 

Flinkfelt sees prog¬ 
ress where none existed 
before and that is his 
vision of animal welfare. 

“When you see things 
that need to be changed, 
your choices are to 
remain the same and 
make no progress or do 
it and make progress. 

It’s better for the citi¬ 
zens and animals. You 
have to have progress 
to grow,” Flinkfelt said. 
“We’ve grown where 
people trust us and we 
are doing things the 
right way.” 

The Henry and 
Trimble County Animal 
Shelter will host a spay 
and neuter clinic Feb. 4.

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Postcard book shows county's past

Most are old and faded 
and some are wrinkled. 
But to Earl T. “Hammer” 
Smith, the decades-old 
postcards are perfect. 

“Some of these are 
more than 100-years - 
old,” he said, flipping 
through plastic pages in a 
hardback notebook that 
help preserve the cards. 

More than 40 of 
Smith’s postcards - all 
scenes from around 
Henry County - appear in 
the newly released book, 
“Kentucky’s Historic 
Postcard Art.” Also 
included in the book’s 
200-plus images are other 
postcards depicting scenes 
in Shelby and Spencer 
counties - some issued as 
long ago as the early 20th 
century. 

Smith, the county’s 
official historian and cura¬ 
tor for the Henry County 
Historical Society in New 
Castle, provided captions 
for the book’s 42 Henry 
County postcards. The 
postcards are particularly 
important historically, he 
said, because they feature 
sites and scenes of build¬ 
ings and landscapes that 


no longer exist. 

“I think it’s extremely 
important to conserve 
what exists for the people 
of tomorrow - for the 
coming generations. If 
no one does, it will just 
disappear,” said Smith, 


a recent recipient of the 
Patrick Henry Award, 
given periodically to a 
Henry County citizen 
who has contributed sub¬ 
stantially to the advance¬ 
ment of Henry County. 

“Kentucky’s Historic 


Postcard Art” - a four- 
color book - was co-pub- 
lished by Shelbyville resi¬ 
dent William E. Matthews 
and New Casde resident 
Mae Peniston. 

“There have been 
numerous books on 


postcards produced in 
Kentucky, but virtually all 
have presented only black- 
and-white images, with 
many converted from 
color to reduce costs,” 
Matthews said. “Our 
book contains 4-color 
cards - if they were origi¬ 
nally printed in 4-color - 
and black-and-white cards 
if they were printed in 
that format.” 

Smith’s favorite post¬ 
card - postmarked in 
1909 - depicts a scene in 
Eminence. 

“Whoever took the 
photo was standing in 
front of the Chat C N 
Nibble or the building 
where the CVS is now,” 
Smith said of the postcard 
he purchased about two 
decades ago. “It’s taken 
back toward the Christian 
Church across Main 
Street.” 

“There is a fellow 
driving a buggy in the 
forefront. And there’s a 
little mule or colt run¬ 
ning alongside the buggy. 
From being an old farm 
boy, I know that if the 
driver was driving a mare, 
the colt would stay right 
with his mother.” 

“To me,” Smith said. 

“I can’t look at that 
picture without giving a 


chuckle.” 

Other Henry County 
postcard favorites include 
scenes at the old train 
depot in Eminence and 
the old hotel in New 
Casde. “People would 
live there by the month - 
local people,” Smith said 
of the hotel 

Smith and his wife, 

June Stivers Smith, have 
purchased dozens of post¬ 
cards over the years from 
junk stores, flea markets 
and antique stories. 

“We’ve even found 
them inside books sold in 
Good Will stores, people 
used them as book¬ 
marks,” he said. 

Matthews said that two 
people, Carl Howell Jr. of 
Hodgenville and Nancy 
Hill of Shelbyville, pri¬ 
marily are responsible for 
the book. Hill is regarded 
as a primary historian on 
downtown Shelbyville, 
and Howell has more 
than 31,000 postcards 
that were accessed for the 
book. 

“The cards tell much 
about the rich history 
of the three counties,” 
Matthews said. 


Former Oldham police officer case continues

The case of a former 
Oldham County Police 
officer accused of official 
misconduct and tamper¬ 
ing with evidence has a 
tentative court date sent. 

Former officer Harry 
“Shane” Mosley was 
charged with official 
misconduct for send¬ 
ing sexually explicit text 
message to a teenager. 
His charges also include 
tampering with physical 
evidence, tampering with 
public records and offi¬ 
cial misconduct for his 
involvement in the arrest 
of a U.S. Marshal on 
DUI charges. 

Mosley, 36, of 
Pendleton, met a teen 


girl in Goshen during a 
routine traffic stop on 
Sept. 26. Mosley cited 
a man in the vehicle for 
possession of marijuana 
and drug paraphernalia, 
but did not cite the girl. 

The next morning, the 
girl received text mes¬ 
sages from Mosley, who 
suggested she needed to 
gain his trust or he’d tell 
her family about drugs 
found in the car. 

Within a few hours, 
the teenager notified 
police who moni¬ 
tored her cell phone 
as Mosley’s messages 
became graphic and 
sexual. Mosley allegedly 
offered the girl alcohol, 
asked her to text porno¬ 
graphic photos of herself 
and arranged to have sex 


with her during school 
hours. 

Less than 48 hours 
after the traffic stop, 
police arrested Mosley 
for inappropriate com¬ 
munication with the girl, 
and he resigned from 
OCPD. 

According to a press 
release issued by OCPD, 
Mosley also allegedly 
made false, inaccurate 
statements and omitted 
or misrepresented facts 
in the arrest citation 
and the collision report 
of U.S. Marshal Billy 
J. Stotts Jr., who was 
arrested for DUI. 

Prosecutors allege 
Mosley falsified reports 
related to the crash and 
Stotts’ arrest by listing 
the cause of the crash as 


cell phone use. 

Mosley rejected 
a plea deal from 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Courtney Baxter since 
his last court appearance, 
leading to a tentative trial 
date of June 30. 

Mosley and his attor¬ 
ney Steve Schorering, as 
well as prosecutors, will 
have one more pre-trial 
appearance on Feb. 6 to 
resolve any legal issues or 
to accept any potential 
plea deals, Schroering 
said. 

If no agreements are 
met and if a trial in a 
Henry County case, 
which is ahead of this 
one finishes on time, 
Mosley’s trial will begin 
in late June.

Over the years my 
wants and needs have 
come together as one. I 
am satisfied with what 
I have, and I no lon¬ 
ger need what I can’t 
afford. 

I am, however, dis¬ 
covering a growing 
sense of expectation 
that has nothing to do 
with stuff or lines of 
credit. 

As a child growing 
up in a conservative 
Baptist church, I was 
taught to expect the 
return of Jesus. “You 
have to be ready! He 
could come at any 
moment!” It sounded 
like a scary time. Sure 
the saved would be 
saved, but the damned 
would be damned—for¬ 
ever. If we love others 


as Jesus taught us to 
do, can we pray for 
such a time to come? 

During this Advent 
Season, many will 
focus their expecta¬ 
tions on the Babe in 
Bethlehem—or on 
Santa Claus, with 
whom Jesus is often 
confused. Others will 
see in Advent the 
promise that the Christ 
is to come again. They 
will look to the future 
when all will be well. 

Could it be that our 
expectations are too 
farsighted? Could it be 
that when Jesus spoke 
to his disciples about 
the Son of Man’s com¬ 
ing he had a much 
shorter timeframe in 
mind than we’ve come 
to expect?

24: 36). 

Instead, I will keep 
awake and watch, 
knowing that in this 
day, any day, Jesus will 
pass my way. 

This is where my 
expectations lie—Jesus 
is coming, coming 
today; and in His com¬ 
ing, I find life—life in 
all its fullness. 

Come, Lord Jesus! 
You are the only gift 
I need today . . . any 
day!

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Agriculture receipts set new record

Hundreds of 
Kentucky farmers 
traveled to Louisville 
last week for the 
Annual Farm Bureau 
Convention, and the 
UK Ag Economics 
team discussed the 
economic data for the 
present year, with an 
outlook for 2014. 

Last week, we men¬ 
tioned UK College of 
Agriculture had a new 
dean. When now retir¬ 
ing Dean Scott Smith 
started his tenure in 
2001, Kentucky agri¬ 
culture receipts were $3 
billion. The new num¬ 
ber for 2013 is estimat¬ 
ed to be a new record 
of $6 billion. And 
the net farm income 
is probably going to 
be above $1.5 billion. 
Where has this huge 
growth been seen? 
Poultry, horses, and 
cattle are the big lead¬ 
ers at the state level. 
The state has also seen 
modest growth in grain 


and tobacco. 

So, what does the 
forecast for 2014 hold? 
Dr. Will Snell showed 
reasons to be optimistic 
about tobacco for at 
least the short term. 

The latest news about 
the final tobacco buy¬ 
out payment scheduled 
for January 2014 still 
has the sequester cuts 
taking 7.2 percent 
out of the payment. 
Economists are not so 
optimistic about grain 
crop prospects. In 
short, there is a much 
higher chance of losing 
money in 2014 than 
in 2013 because prices 
have moved lower and 
are expected to remain 
in the current trading 


range. 

Producers will weigh 
two primary tools 
aimed at reducing rev¬ 
enue risk in the form 
of crop insurance and 
forward contracting. 
Lower feed prices, on 
the other hand, may 
improve margins in the 
dairy industry, and may 
even lead to increased 
cow numbers. A bright 
spot for our local beef 
industry is the combi¬ 
nation of a tight sup¬ 
ply and cheaper corn, 
which may provide a 
considerable strength¬ 
ening of calf prices by 
spring. 

Lots to think about 
as plans and strategies 
are developed for agri¬ 


culture next year. Best 
wishes for good out¬ 
comes in your opera¬ 
tion. 

WINTER HAS 
ARRIVED 

While the calendar 
still has a few days until 
Dec. 21, winter weath¬ 
er is officially here. As 
animal stewards, we can 
consider ourselves lucky 
that our livestock don’t 
have to deal with tem¬ 
peratures that consis¬ 
tently dip into the neg¬ 
ative digits. However, 
when they do, we need 
to respond with feeding 
strategies that satisfy 
the increased need for 
energy. Here are some 
ideas to consider when 
feeding livestock this 
winter. 

One of the most 
important aspects of 
feeding ruminant live¬ 
stock during the winter 
is being able to provide 
a source of good, qual¬ 


ity forage. While we 
probably have an abun¬ 
dance of hay, it may be 
difficult to find really 
good quality hay due to 
extra rainfall this sum¬ 
mer. Stockpiled pasture 
grasses are many times 
the best quality forage 
we have. Strip grazing 
techniques can ensure 
these high quality for¬ 
ages are used most effi¬ 
ciently. 

It’s best to provide 
hay in some sort of 
feeder. In most situ¬ 
ations, a good feeder 
will reduce the amount 
of wasted hay by 20 
percent or more. If 
your hay is of high- 
nutritive value and your 
livestock are maintain¬ 
ing their body condi¬ 
tion scores throughout 
the winter, you may 
not have to provide 
a source of grain 
(supplement) at all. To 
determine your hay’s 
nutritional levels, have 
it tested. We can pro¬ 


vide details on testing 
at the Henry County 
Extension Office at 
845-2811. 

We talk a lot about 
feed, yet water, clean 
and in liquid form, is 
an essential nutrient 
that we need to moni¬ 
tor very carefully dur¬ 
ing the winter months. 
In general, livestock 
tend to increase water 
intake when consum¬ 
ing more dry matter or 
harvested forages. But, 
they tend to not want 
to drink really, really 
cold water. Therefore, 
it’s important to make 
sure you provide fresh 
water daily on a free- 
choice basis. Be sure to 
check water supplies at 
least twice a day.

Evidence is mounting 
that a healthy diet can 
help protect you from 
some diseases. What you 
eat--or don’t eat--may 
help prevent heart dis¬ 
ease, cancer, osteoporo¬ 
sis and type 2 diabetes. 
Here’s some information 
from the University of 
Kentucky on how to use 
your diet to help reduce 
your risk of disease. 

Heart disease 

To help prevent heart 
disease, you need to keep 
your blood cholesterol, 
blood pressure and weight 
under control. Healthy 
eating habits can help you 
accomplish this, as well 
as reduce your risk for 
stroke. 

Experts recommend 
these general nutrition 
goals for healthy adults 
ages 19 and older: 

Your diet should 
include foods from all 
major foods groups, with 
special emphasis on fruits, 
vegetables and whole 
grains. 

Your diet should pro¬ 
vide about 20 to 35 per¬ 
cent of daily calories from 
fat; only 10 percent of 
these fat calories should 
come from saturated fat. 
Trans fat should be 1 
percent of daily calories or 
lower (trans fats are found 
in hydrogenated/partially 
hydrogenated vegetable 
oils). 

Depending on the 
amount of calories recom¬ 
mended for your age and 
activity level, you should 
aim for 1.5 to 2.5 cups of 
a variety of whole, fresh, 
frozen, canned, or dried 
fruits and 2.5 to 3.5 cups 
of fresh, frozen, or canned 
vegetables each day. 

You should aim for at 
least three servings, equal 
to three ounces, a day of 
whole-grain foods. 

Choose fat-free and 
low-fat dairy products that 
are fortified with vitamin 
D over regular products. 
You should have three 
servings of these a day. 

Your protein should 
come from lean meats, 
poultry, fish and legumes 
with at least two servings 
of fish each week. Protein 
should make up 10 to 
35 percent of your daily 
calories. 

Other nutrition 
suggestions: 

Choose fats and oils 
with 2 grams or less of sat¬ 


urated fat per tablespoon. 
These include liquid and 
tub margarines, canola oil 
and olive oil. 

Limit the foods you eat 
that are high in calories or 
low in nutrition, such as 
soft drinks and candy. 

Limit the amount of 
salt you eat each day to 
2,300 milligrams or less of 
sodium (equivalent to 5.8 
grams of salt). 

Maintain your weight 
by balancing the number 
of calories you eat with 
the number that you use. 
Multiply the number of 
pounds you weigh by 15 
calories. This represents 
the number of calories 
that you use in one day if 
you are moderately active. 
If you are mostly seden¬ 
tary, multiply your weight 
by 13 instead of 15. 

Also maintain your 
weight by getting regular 
exercise for at least 30 to 
60 minutes most days of 
the week. 

Limit your alcohol con¬ 
sumption to no more than 
two drinks a day if you are 
a man, or one drink a day 
if you are a woman or a 
man over the age of 65. 
One drink is equal to 12 
ounces of beer, 4 ounces 
of wine, and 1.5 ounces of 
80-proof spirits. 

Cancer 

The best diet to help 
protect you against can¬ 
cer helps you maintain 
a healthy weight and 
includes a variety of foods. 
Obesity increases the risk 
for cancers of the endo¬ 
metrium, the lining of 
the uterus, colon, kidney, 
esophagus and breast after 
menopause. 

No single food is the 
perfect one for cancer 
prevention, but a combi¬ 
nation of vitamins, miner¬ 
als and phytochemicals, 
which come from plants 
can offer good protection, 
according to the American 
Institute for Cancer 
Research. 

Here are some foods 
that have been identified 
as being helpful in pro¬ 
tecting against cancer: 

Green leafy vegetables, 
such as spinach, kale, 


romaine lettuce and leaf 
lettuce contain fiber, 
folate and a variety of 
carotenoids. Carotenoids 
help prevent cancer by 
acting as antioxidants. The 
carotenoids in green leafy 
vegetables can help stop 
cell growth in cancers of 
the breast, skin, lung and 
stomach. Folate, too, may 
offer protection against 
colorectal cancer, breast 
cancer and lung cancer. 

Cruciferous vegetables, 
such as broccoli, cauliflow¬ 
er, cabbage, and brussels 
sprouts contain substances 
that have been associ¬ 
ated with a lower risk for 
cancer. They may help 
protect against cancers of 
the breast, endometrium, 
lung, colon, liver and 
cervix. 

Berries are good sources 
of vitamin C and fiber, but 
they also contain ellagic 
acid, which may help pre¬ 
vent cancers of the skin, 
bladder, lung, esophagus 
and breast. 

To help protect against 
cancer, your diet should 
include five to 13 servings 
of vegetables and fruits 
each day, according to the 
American Cancer Society 
and the USDA. 

Here are some ways to 
add fruits and vegetables 
to your daily fare: 

Make sure vegetables 
and fruits are a part of 
every meal and serve them 
as snacks. 

Limit the amount of 
fried vegetables you eat; 
prepare vegetables in 
healthier ways, such as 
steaming or microwaving. 
Or eat them raw. 

If you want to drink 
fruit or vegetable juice, 
make sure it’s 100 percent 
juice. Other types of fruit 
beverages contain only 
small amounts of juice. 

A healthy diet should 
include whole grains. 
Whole grains are rich in 
fiber, vitamins, miner¬ 
als and a wide range of 
phytochemicals that may 
lower the risk for cancer. 

When selecting sources 
of protein, choose fish, 
poultry or beans instead of 
beef, pork or lamb. When 
eating red meat, buy lean 


cuts and serve smaller por¬ 
tions. Bake, broil or poach 
meats instead of frying or 
grilling. This reduces the 
fat content. 

Another food that 
may help protect against 
cancer is green tea. Both 
black tea and green tea 
contain polyphenols and 
flavonoids, which are 
antioxidants, according 
to the AICR. One type 
of flavonoid, catechins, 
seems particularly promis¬ 
ing in its protective effect. 
Green tea contains about 
three times the amount 
of catechins that black tea 
has. Green tea may help 
protect against cancer of 
the colon, liver, breast and 
prostate. 

Fight osteoporosis 

The best step you can 
take against osteoporo¬ 
sis: Eat plenty of low-fat 
foods that are rich in cal¬ 
cium and fortified with 
vitamin D such as skim 
milk, low-fat yogurt and 
low-fat cheese, as well as 
broccoli. 

Other steps you can 
take: Use calcium-fortified 
foods such as orange 
juice and breakfast cere¬ 
als. Add soy foods, such 
as tofu and tempeh, to 
your diet. Besides being a 
good calcium source, soy 
foods have been shown 
to increase bone density. 
Also, reduce your con¬ 
sumption of carbonated 
beverages. Studies show 
the phosphorus they con¬ 
tain may leach calcium 
from bones. Not all car¬ 
bonated beverages contain 
phosphorus, however. If 
phosphoric acid is not list¬ 
ed on the label, then the 
beverage will not affect 
your calcium levels. 

You should also make 
sure you get enough 
vitamin D in your diet. 
Despite the importance 
of the sun for vitamin D 
synthesis, it is important 
to limit exposure of skin 
to sunlight due to risk for 
skin cancer. As we age, we 
are less able to make vita¬ 
min D through our skin. 
That’s why food sources 
of vitamin D become even 
more important in older 
adults. Good sources of 
vitamin D include fortified 
dairy products, egg yolks, 
ocean fish and liver. Most 
multivitamins and calcium 
supplements contain vita¬ 
min D. 

People ages 1 to 70 
should get 600 interna¬ 


tional units (IU) each 
day. Those over 70 should 
get 800 IU a day. Ask 
your doctor before taking 
higher doses of vitamin D 
supplements daily. 

Decrease your risk for 
type 2 diabetes 

The best way to help 
prevent type 2 diabetes: 
Maintain a healthy weight 
by eating a balanced, low- 
fat diet. 

Another strong risk fac¬ 
tor for developing type 
2 diabetes is having pre¬ 
diabetes, a condition in 
which your blood sugar 
is above normal, but 
not high enough to be 
diagnosed as diabetes. A 
person with pre-diabetes is 
at risk for developing type 
2 diabetes within 10 years, 
and also is at higher risk 
for heart attack or stroke. 
Losing 5 to 7 percent of 
your weight if you are 
overweight can reduce 
your risk. Other steps you 


can take to reduce your 
risk, reduce your fat intake 
to less than 30 percent 
of your calories and your 
intake of saturated fat to 
less than 10 percent of 
your calories. Eat more 
high-fiber foods, such as 
oatmeal, beans, legumes, 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 

Get regular exercise, 
which helps you with 
weight management, as 
well as reduce your risk. 
The USDA recommends 
30 to 60 minutes of brisk 
walking or some other 
moderate exercise most 
days of the week to main¬ 
tain your weight. To lose 
weight, 60 to 90 minutes 
a day may be needed.

AN ORDINANCE OF FOURTH AMENDMENT 
TO ORDINANCE NO. 2000-07 AND CALLED 

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING THE 
SALARY AND DUTIES OF EMPLOYEES FOR 
THE CITY OF PLEASUREVILLE, KENTUCKY 
AND REPEALING ALL PRIOR ORDINANCES 
INCONSISTENT HEREWITH 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COM¬ 
MISSION OF THE CITY OF PLEASUREVILLE, 
KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

That Ordinance No. 2000-07 and called 
“AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING THE SAL¬ 
ARY AND DUTIES OF EMPLOYEES FOR 
THE CITY OF PLEASUREVILLE, KENTUCKY 
AND REPEALING ALL PRIOR ORDINANCES 
INCONSISTENT HEREWITH” be and hereby is 
amended as follows: 

1. Ordinance No. 96-05 called “AN ORDI¬ 
NANCE ESTABLISHING THE SALARY AND 
DUTIES OF EMPLOYEES FOR THE CITY OF 
PLEASUREVILLE, KENTUCKY AND REPEAL¬ 
ING ALL PRIOR ORDINANCES INCONSIS¬ 
TENT HEREWITH” be and is hereby repealed. 

2. The office of Police Chief is hereby created. 
The Police Chief for the City of Pleasureville, Ken¬ 
tucky shall enforce the law and shall act under the 
control and supervision of the City Commission 
of the City of Pleasureville, Kentucky and subject 
to the day to day control of the Mayor of the City 
of Pleasureville, Kentucky and shall otherwise 
carry out such tasks as may be asked of him by 
the Mayor and the City Commission of the City 
of Pleasureville, Kentucky. The Chief of Police 
shall set his own hours as needed and shall 
be considered an administrative personnel. The 
Chief of Police of the City of Pleasureville shall be 
compensated at an amount set by vote of the City 
Commission of the City of Pleasureville, Kentucky 
and within a range of not less than $13,000 per 
year and not more than $26,000 per year. 

3. The office of City Clerk is hereby created. 
The City Clerk of the City of Pleasureville, Ken¬ 
tucky shall carry out all day to day functions of the 
City of Pleasureville, Kentucky including but not 
limited to receiving and responding to correspon¬ 
dence, writing and signing checks, bookkeeping, 
minute taking at city meetings, administration of 
the day to day tasks of the sewer system and 
such other tasks as may be assigned to her by 
the Mayor and the City Commission of the City 
of Pleasureville, Kentucky from time to time. The 
City Clerk of the City of Pleasureville shall be 
under the direction and control of both the Mayor 
and the City Commission and shall be under the 
day to day supervision of the Mayor. The City 
Clerk of the City of Pleasureville shall be con¬ 
sidered an administrative position and shall work 
such hours as may be required to carry out his/ 
her duties hereunder. The City Clerk of the City of 
Pleasureville, Kentucky shall be compensated at 
an amount set by vote of the City Commission of 
the City of Pleasureville, Kentucky in an amount 
not less than $10,000 per year nor more than 
$30,000 per year. 

4. In addition to the compensation set forth 
above, the Police Chief may be compensated 
by the City of Pleasureville, Kentucky providing 
such health care plan covering the Police Chief 
as the City Commission may from time to time 
deem appropriate at a cost to the city not to 
exceed $500 per month. Further, compensation 
of the police chief may include hazardous duty 
retirement benefits thru the Kentucky Retirement 
Systems at a cost established by said entity. 

5. In addition to the compensation set forth 
above, the City Clerk may be compensated by 
the City of Pleasureville, Kentucky providing such 
health care plan covering the City Clerk as the 
City Commission may from time to time deem 
appropriate at a cost to the city not to exceed 
$500.00 per month. The City Clerk may also 
be compensated by having provided to her/him 
retirement benefits thru the Kentucky Retirement 
Systems at a cost established by said entity. 

6. The office of Assistant City Clerk is hereby 
created. The Assistant City Clerk of the City of 
Pleasureville, Kentucky shall assist the City Clerk 
in all his/her capacities as is set forth in paragraph 
3 hereof and additionally shall fill in for the City 
Clerk during her/his absence. The Assistant City 
Clerk shall be compensated on an hourly basis. 
The hourly pay shall be not less than $10.00 per 
hour and not more than $14.42 per hour and 
compensation shall not exceed $30.000.00 on 
an hour l y bas i s not le ss than m i n i mum wag e nor 
mor e than $10.00 p e r hour and wh i ch sha ll not 
e xc ee d an aggr e gat e of $20,800.00 per year. 

7. That the City may, in its discretion, and 
based upon merit, provide for a bonus for any 
city employee not to exceed $500.00 per year. 
The provisions of this section shall be retroactive 
to 2008. 

8. The City may compensate the Pleasure¬ 
ville Fire Chief in an amount not to e x ee d exceed 
$500.00 per year in the discretion of the City 
Commission. Provided, however, nothing herein 
shall create the relationship of employer/employ¬ 
ee between the City and said Fire Chief. The 
Fire Chief position is elected by the Pleasureville 
Fire Department, is a volunteer position and the 
compensation hereby authorized is in recognition 
of the service provided by said chief to the City as 
a non-employee. 

The invalidity of any item or provision herein 
shall not affect the validity of the balance of this 
Ordinance.

going to be times that 
all 11 of these kids may 
be in the game in crucial 
situations. Because there 
may be a difference in 
some but all 11 bring 
something special to the 
team.”
